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"Someday,  perhaps  before  2000  A.D.,  it  may  be  possi- 
ble to  transmit  matter,  as  energy,  around  the  world,  and 
reconstitute  it  as  matter  at  the  other  end.  Ships,  cargo 
aircraft,  and  big  transcontinental  trucks  may  become  ob- 
solete. "'  The  quotation  is  from  the  1970  issue  of  "Ener- 
gy: Transactions  in  Time,"  a  Kaiser  News  publication 
and  not  a  Jules  Verne  fiction  fantasy. 

Today  many  of  our  values  of  tradition  have  been  re- 
placed with  our  technology  of  built-in  obsolescence.  The 
results  are  reflected  not  only  in  our  technology  but  also 
in  our  individual  selves.  Our  ancestors  were  rooted  in 
the  earth  of  their  villages  and  seldom  traveled  beyond  its 
limits.  Family  treasures  were  handed  down  from  genera- 
tion to  generation.  Personal  associations  were  close  and 
lasting. 

Megalopolis  and  automation  have  resulted  in  deper- 
sonalization even  here  on  our  own  small  campus. 
Modern  transportation  has  made  us  a  race  of  nomads 
where  even  our  planet  no  longer  has  borders.  We  move 
so  fast  that  we  are  even  searching  for  ways  to  use  our  lei- 
sure. We  have  instant  breakfast,  instant  friendships  and 
instant  sex. 

You  collegians  are  a  product  of  this  instant  civiliza- 
tion. You  demand  instant  answers  and  solutions  to  a 
multitude  of  our  serious  problems.  And  one  heirloom 
you  definitely  will  not  accept  is  the  tradition  of  war 
handed  down  to  you  from  your  parents  and  grandpar- 
ents. Neither  are  you  interested  in  accepting  the  philoso- 
phy of  corporate  conglomerates  who  preach  push  button 
production  for  instant  purchase  and  computerized  prof- 
its; nor  are  you  interested  in  a  self  perpetuating  bureauc- 
racy of  government  that  demands  your  service  in  the 
propagation  of  war  while  it  preaches  the  Christian  con- 
cept of  "love  thv  neighbor."  What  you  are  interested  in 
is  peace  through  love. 

Christ  preached  love  for  the  purpose  of  the  reconcilia- 
tion of  man.  How  can  we  of  twentieth  century  become 
reconciled  with  each  other?  Robert  Ardrev,  author  of 
"Man  and  Aggression,"  writes  that,  "To  understand  a 
man  today,  one  must  understand  a  fourth  dimension  - 
his  entire  genetic  past  as  far  back  as  one  can  probe."  He 
says  that  if  we  embrace  the  reality  of  man,  including  his 
past,  there  is  an  opportunity  for  solving  today's  ills.  And 
Kathy  Hvland,  writing  in  "Energy:  Transactions  in 
Time,"  observes  that  "In  addition  to  his  increasing  reli- 
ance on  scientific  discoveries  and  technological  advan- 
ces, man  should  look  to  himself  as  the  complete,  most 
vital  form  of  energy  anywhere." 

Reconciliation,  then,  requires  first  of  all  a  recognition 
of  the  greatness  and  worth  of  each  one  of  us  as  an  indi- 
vidual; a  search  into  our  past  and  a  look  into  our  future. 
This  is  not  easily  done  and  poses  main  problems.  But 
you  and  I  have  to  attempt  it  and  we  must  do  it  if  brother 
is  to  be  reconciled  with  brother  and  live  in  the  harmony 
of  peace  and  love.

Still,  the  demands 
being  placed  on  education  and  on  the  institutions  of  learn- 
ing bv  students,  faculty,  and  the  world  in  which  they  live 
call  for  a  rethinking  oi  processes  and  goals. 

If  the  future  of  learning  is  to  be  fulfilled 


le   present 

and  the  past  must  come  to  grips  with  each  other.  Not  ev- 
erything has  changed.  We  -  -  members  ol  the  stall,  the  stu- 
dent body,  and  the  community 


must  determine  now  to 
meet  our  needs  both  in  light  of  what  we  know  the  future 
will  require  while,  at  the  same  time,  conserving  those  val- 
ues of  the  past  that  we  know  to  be  realistic. 

I  believe  in  innovation.  I  do  not  believe  in  change  just 
for  the  sake  of  change.  When  a  concept  is  proven  outdated 
and  a  better  educational  mousetrap  is  introduced,  I  am  in 
favor  of  abandoning  the  one  and  utilizing  the  other.  I  can- 
not  condone  the  scrapping  of  a  program  or  a  philosophy 
simply  because  it  is  old  any  more  than  I  can  endorse  con- 
tinuation because  "that's  the  way  we've  always  done 
things." 

Change  will  continue  to  come  to  St.  Leo.  When  it  does. 
it  is  my  sincere  hope  that  it  will  be  as  the  result  of  a  com- 
munication of  need  by  everyone  concerned.  Communica- 
tion is  an  overworked  word  these  days.  That  is  not  to  sav 
that  it  is  an  overworked  concept  of  existence.  I  can  assure 
you  that  it  will  be  an  everyday  fait  of  life  in  the  determina- 
tion of  St.  Leo  s  future.

The 
forces  of  change  have  knocked  down  the  walls  ol  the  ivorv 
tower.  Colleges  and  universities  are  verv  much  in  the  main- 
stream of  life  or,  if  they  are  still  clinging  to  the  rubble  of 
the  tower,  thev  are  passing  up  untold  opportunity  to  re- 
ceive and  to  contribute.  There  are  needs  to  be  met  in  the 
college  and  in  the  community.  The  separation  of  town  and 
gown  has  no  validity  today  in  mv  opinion.  Education  has 
escaped  from  the  confines  of  the  classroom  or  the  laborato- 
ry and.  in  so  doing,  has  created  a  total  communis  to  unite 
separate  strengths.
